Kentucky can expect more 
mold, mildew, swollen doors and 
windows and musty smelling 
houses, the meterologist at Louis¬

The high humidity too is a 
contributing cause of easily-fray¬ 
ed dispositions and outbursts of 
temper among people, one doctor 
said.

Bangs Testing Program 
Finished In Morgan Co. 

Three hundred head of cattle 
were tested for Bang’s disease in 
the county Monday and Tuesday 
of last week. Dr. Charles Eastm. 
D V.M. of Fayette county, is do¬ 
ing the work The testing will 
be done in two-day shifts. Dr. 
Eastm finished testing cattle in 
the EmI, Grassy and Maytown 
communities on Friday and Sat¬ 
urday afternoons. 

Bang's disease is the most seri¬ 
ous problem in both the beef and 
dairy cattle industry. A cow does 
not have to lose a calf in 
order to carry the disease. Often 
cows will abort one calf and then 
may carry their calves after that 
cattle carrying the disease may 
give undulant fever to humans 
either through the milk or work¬ 
ing around the animals, particu¬ 
larly at calving time, according 
to the county agent. Undulant 
fever is hard to get rid of and it 
is definitely carried from animals 
to numans arm mice leu uiiiu.bD 
can carr\ it through the herd.

large bear came near the house 
one day and she and the dog 
fought and killed it.

Another quaint character was 
Jack Hiccumbottom. No one knew 
where he came from. He had no 
connection but came to the neigh¬ 
borhood and with his long rif’^ 
would hunt and kill game and 
lived in a small hut alone. On 
one occasion he bought a bucket 
of molasses from G. B Allen and 
for some reason they made him 
sick. He took the molasses back 
and told the man he had poison¬ 
ed him and told the man to eat 
the molasses or he would look

him. There was nothing else the 
man could do Boone Allen who 
lives in West Liberty remembe 
him. 

Another story is told by Boone 
Allen of West Liberty who re¬ 
members Jack Hiccumbottom. He 
said that his father. Greenberry 
Allen, and other man were dig¬ 
ging coal rear the cabin where 
Jack lived and one night he 
dreamed that the earth was sink¬ 
ing where they were digging. 
Jack got his rifle and would not 
let them continue to dig coal. 
Boone said he lived on some land 
that Lex Whitt owned for years 
and finally some one from Vir¬ 
ginia came and took him back 
with them. 

One of the oldest cemeteries 
in the country is near the Mor- 
gan-Magoffin line and is known 
as the Bill Oney cemetery. Cus¬ 
ter Jones recalled that 55 years 
ago W. R. Parker sold Bill Oney 
a tombstone. Kelly Oney lives in 
a large two-story home across 
the valley from the Ingram Whitt 
place.

Bums Brown who was sheriff 
of Morgan county several years 
ago lived in this community at 
the place where Arnold Brown 
r.ow lives. He had a daughter. 
Mollie Brown, who was a teach¬ 
er in Morgan county. She mar¬ 
ried Buell Reed and several years 
ago moved to Tulsa where they 
are now prominent business peo¬ 
ple.

WASHINGTON. July 21- 
Three tobacco bills sponsored by 
Sen. Clements (D-Ky) won app¬ 
roval of the Senate Agriculture 
Committee yesterday. 

One would require tobacco 
growers to vote for quotas for 
three years or one. At present 
they may vote for one or three 
year quotes. 

The second would peimit a farm 
to abolish production of fcurlev to¬ 
bacco without losing its previo¬ 
usly established quota, providing 
the operator plants at least 50 
per cent of his quota in ourley 
in one out of each five-year per¬ 
iod. 

The third measure is designed 
to plug a loophole in previous leg¬ 
islation providing that tobacco 
planted in (xcess of allotment 
would not be considered inestab- 
lishing quotas ;n future years.

Fourth, 
of real satisfaction that the direc¬ 
tion of the Rural School Improve¬ 
ment Project will be in the cap¬ 
able hands of Mr. Pat Wear. 

I want to tell you that one of 
the richest rewards to me per¬ 
sonally in working with the 
Rural School Improvement Proj¬ 
ect was the opportunity to know 
and work with the fine group of 
county school officials in eastern 
Kentucky. I know that two years 
from now,' when I return to Ken¬ 
tucky, 1 will the schools in Mor¬ 
gan county much improved and 
staffed by better-qualified teach¬ 
ers working in better school 
buildings—all made possible by 
the full implementation of the 
Minimum Foundation Program. 

The country of Thailand to 
which we go is, we are told, the 
key to the success of a non- 
Communist Asia. They are a free, 
land-holding and highly literate 
people. They are our friends and 
appreciate our technical aid. They 
have just increased their ele¬ 
mentary school system from four 
to seven grades and have asked 
help in in-service training of the 
teachers in these extended schools 
and in training supervisors.

No. 3 Article In Series 
“Situation* are Causing 
Attendance Problems” 

The situations leading to poor 
attendance we will discuss at 
this time deal with conditions 
prevalent in the home. The fam¬ 
ily can do a great deal in correct¬ 
ing existing home conditions that 
interfere with the child having 
the best home environment. 

Where the family fails it is the 
duty of society to see that these 
children receive an even break. 

More points causing attendance 
problems are given— 

4. Children from homes where 
the relationships in the home are 
of such disturbing nature that 
they cannot face school life. Pov¬ 
erty and insecurity contribute to 
poor attendance. A number of 
things may bring about this 
situation; we will discuss four of 
the worst offenders— 

(a) Chronic drunkenness with¬ 
in tho immediate family. This 

condition fha^ 

any other. A drinking parent or 
parents not only cause the rest of 
the family embarrassment, but 
through their desire to fulfill 
their lust for alcohol, the things 
that are absolutely necessary for 
health and comfort of the family 
are neglected. The child is made 
to feel insecure, because he can 
put no dependence upon his par¬ 
ents. One of the prime duties of 
a parent is to provide a rock of 
security for his growing young¬ 
ster. 

(b) Poor health of some mem¬ 
ber of the family. The earning 
power of the family is impaired 
if either parent is incapacitated. 
A child may have to stay home 
to care for some member of the 
family who needs constant care. 
Too often this condition is exag¬ 
gerated at the expense of the 
child being kept out of school. 

(c) Parents who utterly disre¬ 
gard the rights of others. Fail¬ 
ure of parents to adjust to the 
laws governing a civilized so¬ 
ciety gives their children a feel¬ 
ing of fear or in some instances 
disregard for law enforcement it¬ 
self. Punishment, that often en¬ 
sues when » parent is not law 
abiding is far-reaching in the 
harm it does the child. Many 
cases of neglected children can 
be traced to failure of their par¬ 
ents to respect the rights of oth¬ 
ers. 

(d) Children without adequate 
food, clothing, and shelter. In 
,our land of plenty this condition 
should never exist; communism. ] 
not democracy, thrives on the i 


lack of these basic needs. A child 
well fed, properly clothed and 
with comfortable home living will 
naturally be able to do a better 
job in his school work or any 
endeavor he engages in for that 
matter We think of ourselves as 
having the highest standard of 
living this world has ever known. 
We have, but there are numer¬ 
ous instances of lack of the basic 
necessities of life 

Society must give aid to peo¬ 
ple in these sub-marginal situa¬ 
tions mentioned above in order 
to help bring up their standard 
of liivng. Economic Security, Aid 
to Dependent Children, and 
Health. Education and Welfare 
have done much to help relieve 
the underprivileged. 

5. Lack of necessary routine in 
the home regarding sleeping, eat¬ 
ing and sti'dying. Too often par¬ 
ents, who are really interested in 
their children’s welfare fail to 
insist upon a schedule for their 
children in doing the routine 
things. This not only results in 
time wasted, but may prove det- 
rirren*al to the child’s nhvsi'-sl 
and mental health. We tend to 
form habits of behavior early in 
life. It depends upon the type of 
training we receive whether the 
behavior patterns are good or 
bad. Good habits—eight hours 
sleep, eating proper foods, and 
devotion of adequate time to 
study and preparation for life’s 
work are as easily formed as 
poor sleeping, eating and study 
habits. A habit, good or bad, 
when once formed is difficult to 
break; it generally is followed 
throughout life. 

Parents, be firm and insist 
upon proper habit formation. It 
is one of the best tools you have 
in helping your children toward 
a happy, well-adjusted life. 

A child whose home conditions 
are favorable can readily adjust 
to school life. Let’s help our 
children become adjusted. Let’s 
have good school attendance dur¬ 
ing tho coming year.
